United States Department of Agri­ 


culture Finds Modern Methods 


Mak es Small Farm Inefficient. 


REPORT OF INVESTIGATION 


American Ty pe of Farming Needs 


Large Areas , Inquiry in Indiana, 


Illinois and Iowa Shows .

W ashington, 
Feb. 
9.— That 
t he 
Am erican type of 
farm ing 
needs 
large areas, in co n trast to the E uro­ 
pean type, and that modern m achin­ 
ery with the use of more horses and 
few er men has made the small farm 
an efficient unit, are conclusions of 
scientists of the D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture, who hav e recently completed 
a farm -m anagem ent surv ey in the 
corn-belt. A sum m ary of the results 
of this surv ey are now published in 
Bulletin No. 41, entitled “A Farm - 
M anagem ent Surv ey of Three Repre­ 
sentativ e A reas in Indiana, Illinois, 
and Iow a”. 


The states in the corn-belt were 
chosen for this surv ey because they 
excel alm ost all other regions in 
wealth of farm products. On rich 
soil with ample rainfall, a system of 
agriculture is found that is unequal­ 
ed as an example of the expansiv e 
type of farm ing. This type is dev el- 
oped on the basis of the farm work 
horse as the m eans of motiv e power. 
D ata from about 700 farm s in this 
rich area hav e been taken as a basis 
fo r the new bulletin, and, although 
this represents a 
relativ ely small 
portion of the farm s of the United 
States, 
the 
inform ation 
gathered 
furnishes 
alm ost conclusiv e 
proof 
with respect to m any phases of farm 
organization. 


In the region studied the owners 
made good profits. The av erage labor 
income of the farm owners operating 
their own farm s was $408 and of the 
tenants $870. In addition, the oper- 
tors had a house to liv e m and those 
products which the farm furnished 
tow ard their liv ing. 
This giv es an 
idea of what m ay be expected from 
the utilization of high-priced land 
under an expansiv e system of ag ri­ 
culture. Other results of the Depart - 
m eat's inv estigations are giv en be­ 
low. 
The landlords, on the av erage, re ­ 
ceiv ed 3.5 per cent on their inv est­ 
ments. 
The size of their inv estm ents 
had no appreciable hearing on the 
rate of income. 
Assum ing that the year irl which 
this study was made was a normal 
one, a labor income of $870 to the 
operator, whether owner or tenant, 
and a return of 3.5 per cent on the 
capital inv ested m ay he expected. 
The ten an t’s income is 
in 
direct 
proportion to his capital and the size 
of the farm he operates. Men owning 
squill farm s 
often 
m aterially 
in­ 
crease their incom es by renting addi­ 
tional land. This affords a better 
utilization of their equipment w ith­ 
out much increase in capital. 
The ten an t’s income is in propor­ 
tion to the risk he assum es. On the 
cash-rent basis his income is greater 
in a good year and less in a poor 
year than when he rents on the share 
basis. 
The 
fa r m e rs m aking the lowest 
labor incomes are on big farm s, but 
fail through inefficient management. 
P oor crops, low prices fo r products 
sold, poor stock, failure to work, and 
unused capital are the main causes 
contributing to their failure. 
Modern m achinery, with the use 
of more horses and fewer men, has 
m ade the farm o f less than 1(h) acres 
in 
this region an .inefficient 
unit. 
F u rther readjustm ents in area will 
occur, which will tend to le>sen the 
num ber of persons needed and at 
the same time increase the net pre­ 
d ictio n of the farm . 
In the corn-belt States the family - 
size farm is the most desirable. It 
prov ides work for the farm er and his 
sons and perm its the best use of men 
horses, and m achinery. If the small 
farm has a place it m ust be near a 
city and should be highly div ersified 
in its organization. 
The relation of the size of the 


farm to the use of man labor, to the 
efficiency of work horses and m ach- I 
inery, and to the crop yield, is con-1 
sidered at length in the new bulle- 
\ 
tin. Tables are giv en stating these I 
relations in detail for the different 
sizes of farm s, ranging from those 
of 40 acres and less to those of 1250 
acres. 
The size of a farm is the controll­ 
ing factor in the efficient use of farm 
labor and m achinery. The old hand- 
labor methods practiced by our fore­ 
fathers,* which are still common in 
Europe, were suited to a small area. 
Under those conditions a man need­ 
ed only as much land as he could 
properly cultiv ate alone. A fam ily 
was able to raise only a small amount 
abov e that, needed for 
their 
own 
liv ing. If these methods still prev ail­ 
ed in this country, the present num ­ 
ber of farm ers would be entirely in ­ 
adequate to support our urban pop­ 
ulation. 
The adoption of modern m achin­ 
ery has enorm ously increased the 
efficiency of the farm worker. Few­ 
er men are now needed in the farm ­ 
ing districts, and those not needed 
are able to dev ote themselv es to use­ 
ful work in the cities and towns. As 
a result of this condition more of the 
benefits of civ ilization are av ailable 
to the farm er. Although the farm ers 
are fewer in number, the production 
per man is increasing. 
If hand labor could compete with 
nftichine work, farm wages would be 
much less and the product per m an 
proportionately smaller. Our agricul­ 
tu ral civ ilization would then grav i­ 
tate tow ard the peasant conditions 
existing in some parts of ,Europe 
where the agriculture is dev eloped 
on the basis of the maximum product 
[>er acre of land instead of the m ax­ 
imum product per man. 
All the farm ers in the regions stu ­ 
died are following the same general 
expansiv e 
system 
of 
agriculture, 
dev eloped on the basis of maximum 
product per man. W ithin this system 
two im portant types are found. One 
is the crop farm where 50 per-cent or 
ov er of the total farm receipts are 
deriv ed from the sale of grain. The 
other type is the 
liv estock 
farm , 
where the farm er m arkets his crops 
largely through hogs, 
horses 
and 
beef cattle. 
The number of men following each 
type v ary greatly in different ye a rs 
according to the relativ e 
price 
of 
cattle and hogs. 
Howev er, in the 
present farm inv estigations, the liv e­ 
stock men had a larger 
area 
and 
more cattle and 
were 
receiv ing 
a 
much 
higher 
labor 
income. 
The 
av erage labor income of 
the 
crop 
farm er who owned his farm is $28 
per farm and of the liv estock men 
$755. 
System s of farm tenure are tre a t­ 
ed in the Bulletin a s well a s the re­ 
lation of the system of rental to the 
tenant’s and the 
andlord’s income. 
Com parisons are likewise giv en of 
ej*op yields on farm s operate^ 
hv 
owners with those operated by ten­ 
ants.

TUat each person or taxpayer charged with taxes on a duplicate in the hands of a County Treasurer may pay the full amount of such taxes 
on or before the first Monday in May. or may at his option, pay one half thereof on or before the first Monday in May, and the remaining half 
on or before the first Monday in November, in the manner prescribed by law. All road taxes to be added to the first installment. 
When the first installment is not paid p rio r to the first Monday in May, the taxes for the whole year become delinquent. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Taxes resulting from any omission of the person paying 
to state definitely on what property, in whose name nnd in what township or corporation is was assessed. 
Persons owing Delinquent Taxes should pay them at once. 
The late law is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer but 
to enforce the collection of delinquent taxes, however much he may regret to collect the same, by sale of property. 
The owner of the property on the first day of March in Any year, shall be liable for the payment of all taxes of that year. 
The purchaser 
of property on the first day of March shall be considered as owner on that day.—See. 103. 
All property, both personal and real, situated in any county, shall be liable for the taxes, penalties, interests, and costs to the owners 
thereof, in such county, and no partial payment of such taxes, penalties, in te r e s ts or costs shall discharge or release any part or portion of such 
property until the whole be paid; 
which lien shall in no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property.

Makes Small Farm Inefficient. 


REPORT OF INVESTIGATION 


American Type of Farming Needs 


Large Areas, Inquiry in Indiana, 


lllinors and Iowa Shows.

Washington, 
Feb. 
9.—That the 


American type of 
farming 
needs 


large areas, in contrast to the Euro- 
pean type, and that modern machin- 
ery with the use of more horses and 
fewer men has made the small farm 
an efficient unit, are conclusions of 
scientists of the Department of Agri- 
culture, who have recently completed 
a farm-management 
survey in the 


corn-belt. A summary of the results 
of this survey are now published in 
Bulletin No. 41, entitled "A Farm- 
Management Survey of Three Repre- 
sentative Areas in Indiana, Illinois, 
and Iowa". 


The states in the corn-belt were 


chosen for this survey because they 
excel almost all other regions in 
wealth of farm products. On rich 
soil with ample rainfall, a system ot 
agriculture is found that is unequal- 
ed as an example of the expansive 
type of farming. This type is devel- 
oped on the basis of the farm work 
horse as the means of motive power. 
Data from about 700 farms in 
rich area have been taken as a basis 
for the new bulletin, and, although 
this represents a relatively 
small 


portion of the farms of the United 
States, 
the 
information 
gathc-re'.l 


furnishes 
almost conclusive prool 


with respect to many phases of farm 
organization. 


In the region studied the owners 


made good profits. The averago biboi 
income of the farm owners on-?r;i 
their own farms was $408 and of the 
tenants $870. In addition. l!:e oper- 
lors had a house to live in and those 
products which the farm t'urnishei 
toward their living. 
This gives ai 


idea of what may he expected iron 
the utilization of high-priced Ian 
under an expansive sy.-t»m of agri- 
culture. Other results of the Depart 
ment's investigations are given i'e 
low. 


The landlords, on the average, re 


ceived 3.5 per cent on their invest 
ments. The size of their investment:- 
had no appreciable bearing- on tli 
rate of income. 


Assuming that the year in wind 


this study was made was a norma 
one, a labor income of $870 to th 
operator, whether owner or tenant 
and a return of 3.5 per ceni on tin 
capital invested may be expected. 


The tenant's income is in direc 


proportion to his capital and tbo si?- 
of the farm lie-operates. Meii ownin: 
small farms 
often 
materially in 


crease their incomes by renting addi 
tional land. This affords a bette 
utilization of their equipment with 
out much increase in capital. 


The tenant's income is in propor 


lion to the risk he assumes. On th 
cash-rent basis his income is greater 
iu a good year and less in a poor 
year than when he rents on the share 
basis. 


The farmers making the lowest 


labor incomes are on big farms, but 
fail through inefficient management. 
Poor crops, low prices for products 
sold, poor stock, failure to work, and 
unused capital are the main causes 
contributing to their failure. 


Modern machinery, with the use 


of more horses and fewer men. has 
made the farm of less than 100 acres 
in this region an . inefficient 
unit. 


Further readjustments in area will 
occur, which will tend to lessen the 
number of persons needed and at 
the same time increase the net pro- 
duction of the farm. 


In the corn-belt States the family- 


size farm is the most desirable. It 
provides work for the farmer and his 
sons and permits the best use of men 
horses, and machinery. If the small 


• farm has a place it must be near a 


city and should be highly diversified 
in its organization. 


The - relation of the size of the 


arm to the use of man labor, to the 
fficiency of work horses and mach- 
nery, and to the crop yield, is con- 
idered at length in the new bulle- 
m. Tables are given stating these 
elations in detail for the different 
izes of farms, ranging from those 
f 40 acres and less to those of 1250 
cres. 
The size of a farm is the controll- 


ng factor in the efficient use of farm 
abor and machinery. The old hand- 
dbor methods practiced by our fore- 
athers,* which are still common in 
urope, were suited to a small area. 
Jnder those conditions a man needr 
d only as much laud as he could 
jroperly cultivate alone. A family 
vas able to raise only a small amount 
hove that, needed for 
their 
own 


iving. If these methods still prevail- 
d in this country, the present num- 
ier of farmers would be entirely in- 
.dequate to support our urban pop- 
tlation. 


The adoption of modern machin- 


ary has enormously increased the 
fficiency of the farm worker. Few- 
:r men are now needed in the farm- 
ng districts, and those not needed 
ire able to devote themselves to use- 
'ul work in the cities and towns. As 
a. result of this condition more of the 
'enefits of civilization are available 
o the farmer. Although the farmers 
re fewer in number, the production 
)er man is increasing. 


If hand labor could compete with 


iftiehine work, farm wages would be 
nuch less and the product per man 
iroportionately smaller. Our agrieul- 
ural civilization would then gruvi- 
aie toward the peasant conditions 
existing in some parts of ,Europe 
where the agriculture is developed 
.m the basis of the maximum product 
>er acre of land instead of the max- 
mum product per man. 


All the farmers in the regions stu- 


lied are following the same genera;
